ceming his „ death and the 
agency’s LSD drug experiment 
in which he participated short- 
ly before his death, family 
members said yesterday. 

A spokesman for the •Pres- 
ident confirmed the family'*re- 
port of the unusual step aqd 
said that a meeting between 
the Olsons and the C.I.A. had 
[been scheduled for tomorrow. 

David Kairys, ,, one of ,the 
family’s .lawyers in its intended 
suit against the , C.I.A., said 
“lot* of documents have been 
destroyed but I have the word 
of the President’s counsel that 
we will be rfhown everything 
that exists,” 

Meanwhile; Deputy Chief 
William V J. Averill,; the com- 
manding officer of detectives 
in Manhattan, said he had start- 
ed a ''fult-scale^hjvestigation 
into th'0 4 death of Dn^Olapn 22 
years ago in a plunge frohr a 
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with the publication of the 
report of the Rockefeller com- 
mission, that the family 
learned that their father and 
husband, a senior biochemisl 
do|ng top-secret research for 
the Army at Fort Detrick, Md., 
was one of four or five Gov- 
ernment scientists who had 
betn given LSD in after- 
dinner drinks during a “tech- 
nical meeting” at a mountain 
resort in Maryland in Novem- 
ber; 1953. 

Previously, they had known 
only that Dr. Olson had be- 
haved strangely after the con- 
ference, had been escorted to 
New York by Government of- 
ficials for psychiatric examina- 
tions and .then “jumped or 
fell”* from the hotel window. 

With the new Information, 
the family decided to file suit 
against, the C.I.A. for what it 
felt was. Dr. Olson's “wrongful 
death.” 

Claim To Be Discussed 

The deputy Presidential pres* 
secretary* John. W. Hushen, 
aaid yesterday that the family 
and Its lawyers had. an appoint- 
mentto “discuss their claim” 
with officials of the Depart- 
ment of Justice on Friday. 

At one point during the 17- 
minnte meeting with ♦ha Presi- 
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10th floor room of the Statfer 
Hotel, asserting that he wa»i 
“going to check every angle.” 
Family members said that in 
a meeting with President Ford 
on Monday at the White House 
in which he expressed his 
apologies for the death, the 
President also characterized the 
incident as “a horrible episode 
in American history” that was 
“inexcusable and unforgive- 
able.” 

Dr.' Olson’s widow, Alice, said 
the session with the President 
was “quite a moving experience 
because it was something that 
was very genuine” ‘ 

Eric Olson, 30 years old, the 
eldest of the four Olson chil- 
dren, said President Ford had 
appeared “very somber, very 
serious,” and quoted Mr. Ford 
as saying “Hfe knew that noth- 
ing could be done to totally 
make up for what had happened, 
but to . whatever extent we 
could be repaid for our suffer- 
ing, he felt that we should be.” 

: Jt was only a month ago, 
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5 told Mr. Ford she though it was 
“very good that in this country 
an American family can hold a 
press conference and get a re- 
sponse from the press and the 
President of the United States 
for its grievance,” and that Mr. 
Ford replied, “Yes, it’s a great 
country for that and many oth- 
er reasons, but that does not 
right the wrong that’s been 
done to you.”' 

Mr. Hushen said that no 
transcript of the meeting had 
been made, but that based on 
what the President had said pri- 
vately to his staff, the Olsons* 
re po*“ **f the '•ssion appeared 
to be accurate. 

Deputy Chief Averill said he 
had begun his investigation by 
reviewing polic department rec- 
ords and talking to ‘‘prior and 
present" members of hte force. 

He said he expected to talk 
with everyone who had been 
In any way involved in the 
Incident and that it was likely 
he would send men to Cali- 
fornia to interview Robert V. 
Lashbrook, . the former C.I.A. 
employe who had beerf sharing 
the room with Mr. Olson .the 
night of the death. 

Robert M. Morgenthau, the 
Manhattan District Attorney, 
who cold not be reached yes- 
terday, said earlier that he was 
trying to determine whether 
whether the statute of limita- 
tions had run out in the Olson 
case. But Deputy Chief Averill
